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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election, without traverse, of compound 7 on page 1 13 of the 
specification as the species elected to begin prosecution is acknowledged (see attached 
interview summary). 

Applicant also pointed out in the interview that the election/restriction requirement 
was formulated based upon the original claims, claims 1-24, but that a preliminary 
amendment had been filed canceling these claims and adding new claims 25-49. 
Applicant is, of course, correct and the examiner regrets the error. The new claim set 
being similar to the original set, it was agreed that in order to advance prosecution the 
same election/restriction requirement (an election of species) would also apply to the 
new claim set. The election/restriction is hereby made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 42-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The term 'effective amount' is indefinite where the 

claim fails to state the function which is to be rendered effective. In re Frederiksen, 102 

USPQ35(CCPA1954).

Allowable Subject Matter 

The elected species and its obvious variants have been searched and are 
deemed free of the prior art. The obvious variants are defined when R 1a = C2-C6 
unsubstituted alkyl, all other substituents being the same as in the elected, species. 
The search was then expanded as called forth under current Office Markush practice, a 
compound-by-compound search, to include a single additional species. That species is 
defined when: D=absent; Y=substituted aryl; R^H; and A= -C(R 1a ,R 2a )OR 3a where 
R i a=R 2a =R 3a = a rejection follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 25-49, in so far as they read on the species defined above, are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Journal of Medicinal Chemistry 
(2002), 45(14), p. 31 12-3129 (CAPLUS abstract). The reference teaches applicant's 
compounds: RN=4450 19-29-4.
